Knly Gray was nominated for 


congressman this afternoon by the 
Democratic congressional convention 
held in Connersville. As was expect- 
ed the 
selection of 
Congressman 


Gray was made by acclamation. Mr. 
Gray was not present at the conven- 
tion. 


Lieut. Gov. Frank J. Hall of this 


city was made permanent chairman 
of the convention 
and Edward M. 


Smith of Newcastle was permanent 
secretary. The 
convention passed 


resolutions indorsing the Democratic 
administration and the candidacy of 
Governor Marshall for President. 
Harmony reigned supreme and 
the 


renomination of Finly Gray, was cax- 
ried out without a hitcii.- 


Judge George Gray of Conners- 


ville, a 
brother 
of 
Congressman 


Gray, was called upon for a speech. 
John S. Martin of Franklin county 
also addressed the convention. Those 
who went to the convention expecting 
to hear Finly Gray were disappoint- 
ed. Word from Mr. Gray stated that 
it was impossible for him to leave 
Washington. 


Earl Crawford of Fayette county 


was nominated for joint State repre- 
sentative from Fayette 
and Wayne 


counties. 


Carey Jackson of this city, 
one 


time representative to the State legis- 
lature from this county, was nomi- 
nated for State senator this morninj 
at the Democratic joint 
senatoria 


convention held in the Odd Fellows 
hall in C'onnersville. 
Mr. Jackson 


was nominated by acclamation, there 
being no -other name placed before the 
convention. 


The convention was a rather tame 


affair and the fight that was expected 
did not -develop. The pre-convention 
talk had it that at least one other 
name besides that of 
Mr. Jackson 


would come before the 
convention. 


Sylvester Meek -of Hancock county 
was supposed to be the strongest op- 
ponent of th? local man but on the 
call for nominations the Hancock 
tlelegation did not have a candidate. 
Local Democrats claim that they had 
21 votes for Mr. Jackson and as this 
was sufficient for the nomination the 
other candidates recognized that the 
fight was useless so did not allow 
their names to come before the con- 
vention. 


Bush Budd of this city nominated 


Mr. Jackson and his selection was 
made unanimous. Mr. Jackson was 
called upon for a speech and in a few 
brief remarks thanked the convention 
for the honor bestowed 
upon him. 


Charles Beck, Democratic district 
chairman, called the meeting to order 
and Frank Edwards, chairman- of 
Payette co-unty, took charge of the 
convention. The first business was 
the appointing of committees.

The editor of the Paris, Illinois, 


Beacon, 
an 
evening newspaper, 


would have James E. Watson of this 
city nominated for president by tha 
Republican party. The name of the 
former congressman was first sug- 
gested as a compromise candidate by 
W. R, MeKeen, of Terre Haute, ia 
the Terre Haute Star. 


The suggestion of Mr. MeKeen that 


Indiana has a "favorite son" who can 
be supplied as a compromise candi- 
date, and who is amply qualified for 
taking up such a duty, was taken up 
by the editor of the Paris Beacon, 
and in last evening's edition, it was 
the subject of a very illuminative.' 
editorial which is as follows: 


The situation now confronting the 


Republican party, as the result of the 
bitter fight being waged between Pres- 
ident Taft and his predecessor, CoL 
Boosevelt, is one that is fraught with 
possibilities of disaster. The line of 
cleavage between the two candidacies 
is so sharply drawn and the feeling 
engendered so uncompromisingly hos- 
tile, that the nomination of either 
would undoubtedly make the loss of 
the fall election an unpleasant proba- 
bility. It is a fact too patent to ad- 
mit of argument that neither candi- 
date can win, if nominated, without 
the support of the forces now arrayed 
in opposition and whether or not that 
support would be available, is at pres- 
ent a matter of extreme doubt. There 
is no element of compromise in the at- 
titude of the candidates, each of 
whom is dedicating his whole time and 
energy to the exploitation of "har- 
mony with an ax" and it seems almost 
inconceivable that out of such a situ 
afaon could be evolved any common 
fighting ground, that would afford a 
reasonable expectation of success in 
November, should either be named as 
the standard bearer of the party. 


The Beacon 'believes now, as it ha3 


always believed that President Taft is 
entitled to a renomination. It is al- 
so convinced, that if nominated, Ks 
chances of election would be ^rwtly 
superior to those of his opponent, fo'r 
the fact has been repeatedly demon- 
strated, beginning with ,1896. that no 
candidate for the presidency can hope 
to succeed who does not command tna" 
confidence and support - of the men 
who rank as leaders in the commer- 
cial and industrial world. 
That the 


candidacy of Mr. Roosevelt is viewed 
with distrust and apprehension in that 
quarter, is too evident to require "ar- 
gument and that his 
election would 


isher in -a period of industrial stag- 
nation, if not actual panic, amounts 
to a practical certainty. The country 
can ill afford to undergo that kind of 
an experience, for the sake of experi- 
mentation along lines that are to the 
ast degree socialistic and visionary. 


As between the 
two candidates, 


herefore, Mr. Taft is in far the bet- 
ter position to command the support 
essential to success, but if the situa- 
tion, as now developing, shall reach 
that stage of internecine strife where 
the nomination of either candidate 
shall appear to be suicidal it may> and 
probably win follow, that the sober 
ndgment of a controlling element 
within the party will turn to tha 
choke of a dark horse, as was dona-

WET GOODS WERE 
NOTCONFISCATED 


Kokomo Police Let Saloon Men 


Down Easy, 


THEY SAVED THEIR STOCKS 


The Twenty Saloons That Were Put 


Out of Business by Supreme Court's 
Ruling Were Permitted to Return 
Their Goods to Wholesalers Instead 
of Having It Poured Out, as Law 
Would Have Sanctioned. 


Kokomo, Ind., May 1.—Under the 


terms of an agreement to which the 
Kokomo saloon men, the police depart- 
ment and the attorneys for the "dry* 
organization are parties, the stocks of 
liquor in Kokomo's twenty saloons, 
•which were put out of business by the 
supreme court decision, will not be 
seized by the authorities and destroy- 
ed, provided they are moved from the 
city forthwith. 
Every saloon in the 


city is hustling its bottle and barrel 
goods to the freight stations and ship- 
ping them back to the 
wholesale 


houses, the wholesalers having agreed 
to take back all unbroken and undam- 
aged stock at the price paid for it. In 
many cases it is the only chance the 
wholesalers have to save themselves 
from loss, for many of the saloon men 
are broke and unable to pay any. part 
of their obligations to the wholesalers. 


At first there was talk of confiscat- 


ing all the liquor stock, some of the 
more radical "drys" urging that the 
liquors be seized and poured into the 
sewers. Under the law, it is said, this 
could have been done, but in order to 
save the s&Ioon men, who are already 
hard hit by the loss of their business, 
from further loss, it was decided they 
could turn their stocks back to the 
wholesalers.

Hugh Jennings Say* Ha Will

SOME LODGE, THIS 


Its Members Were to Be Custodians 


of Means cf Endless Wealth. 


Indianapolis, May 1.—For the return 


to Adams county, this state, of E. O. 
McLish, or Ode McCIish, as he was 
known at Decatur, where he operated. 
Governor Marshall has issued requisi- 
tion papers on the governor of Ohio. 
McCIish, according to a report from 
Decatur, 
operated a 
get-ricb-quick 


scheme which was to induce men with 
money to join a "lodge" which he rep- 
resented owned an original govern- 
ment plate for printing bank notes. 
The plan as outlined by McCIish was 
to keep the plate in possession of the 
lodge, strike off the "money," and 
have it disposed of through lodge 
agents, none of the persons asked to 
join being asked to handle any of the 
counterfeit stuff. When a man joined 
he was asked to contribute from $400 
to $500. Several men in and about 
Decatur were induced to join. One of 
them, Daniel Cook, subscribed to the 
affidavit on which the requisition was 
based. 


Operating with McCIish was Girt 


Reynolds of Decatur, who was sen- 
tenced to prison a month ago for com- 
plicity. Will Ward, also of Decatur, 
is under indictment for complicity. It 
is estimated that McCIish cleaned up 
about $10,000 in Adams county. 
He 


was arrested at Payne, O. 


DETECTIVE KILLED 


Murderous Tramps Resist Arrest in 


Railway Yards at Princeton. 


Princeton, Ind., May 1.—Harry Mur- 


phy, 
aged thirty-six, a Southern rail- 


way detective, was murdered sup- 
posedly by tramps in the railway yards 
here. His body, with bullets through 
the breast and groin, was found. The 
bullet marks indicated he had gone 
into an abandoned car to chase out 
some tramps, and that they had fired 
a number of times before he could 
draw his revolver. 


No arrests have been made. Mur- 


phy was looking for men who had 
burned several abandoned cars. He 
was unmarried and lived with his 
mother in St. Louis. 


Sought Gas Leak With Match. 


Shelbyville, Ind., May 1.—The house 


of Mrs. Ellen Ensminger was blown 
off its foundation by an explosion of 
gas, and Mrs. Maggie Arbuckle was so 
badly burned that she died. Mrs. Ar- 
buckle smelled gas and she opened 
the cellar dcor in the kitchen, struck 
a match and the explosion occurred.

of the railroad companies and the en- 
gineers, which have been conferrin; 
with Judge Knapp of the interstate 
commerce court, and United States 
Commissioner 
Xeill having agreed 


with the mediators to arbitrate all the 
demands, there will be no strike of the 
engineers on the eastern railroads. 


An agreement to 'this effect wag 


signed by representatives of the rail- 
roads and the engineers. 
Each side 


will appoint one member of the ar- 
bitration board. The two will meet as 
soon as possible and try to agree on 
the remaining members of the board. 
Within fifteen days after their first 
meeting for the purpose, as manj 
members as have not been agreed on 
shall be named and appointed by the 
chief justice of the United States, the 
presiding judge 
of the commerce 


court and United States Commission- 
er of Labor Neill acting together. The 
board so constituted will take up the 
demands of the engineers, a majority 
of the board to be competent to make 
a valid and binding decision or award 
Both sides have agreed to abide by 
the decision or award for one year.

BIG COMBINE IS 


OBJECT OF Stiff 


Government is Taking Action 


Against Harvester Trust, 


COMPLAINT FILED AT ST. PAUL 


Alleging That the McCormicks and 


Others Had Entered Into a Combi- 
nation of Industrial Forces to Throt- 
tle Competition in Their Particular 
Line of Trade, a -Dissolution of the 
Trust Is Asked For. 


St. Paul, 
May 1.—In the United 


States district court here the federal 
government's suit in equity for the dis- 
solution of the International Harves- 
ter company has been filed. The gov- 
ernment asks for an injunction re- 
straining the trust from engaging in 
interstate commerce until legally com- 
petitive conditions are restored, or if 
tffls method is not deemed advisable 
by the court, for the appointment of 
a receiver to take over the assets of 
this $140,000,000 corporation and bring 
about its dissolution. 


The petition charges that the Inter- 


nationa] Harvester company controls 
90 per oent of the harvesters, 75, per 
cent of the mowers, and 50 per cent of 
the binder twine manufactured and 
sold in this country. 


"The object of this suit," the peti- 


tion sets forth, "is to remove the re- 
straint which the defendants herein 
hare imposed on trade and commerce 
In agricultural machinery and imple- 
ments, and more particularly upon 
commerce among the several states in 
harvesting 
machinery 
and binder 


twine." 


The government's petition charges 


that the so-called trust has absolutely 
dominated the harvester machinery 
field since its organization, and since 
then has been endeavoring to obtain 
control of the retail business in agri- 
cultural implements by making exclu- 
sive 'contracts with retail dealers and 
binding them under penalties to sell 
only implements manufactured by the 
trust. 


The government charges 
further 


that the trust concealed its ownership 
of the other plants which -were ac- 
quired secretly and whose products 
were sold under representations of be- 
ing the output" of independent plants. 
Coming as the climax to several years' 
investigation of the harvester "trust," 
this suit is minute In its details, mul- 
tifold in its charges and specific in its 
names, dates and other data. 


The International Harvester compa- 


ny, it claims, was fathered by Cyrus 
H. McCormick, Harold F. McCormick, 
Charles and James Deering, Richard 
F. Howe, William H. Jones, John J. 
Glessner, George Vf. Perkins, Chartes 
Steele, Elbert H. Gary, George F. 
Baker, Norman B. Ream and "other? 
who entered into and became a party 
to a combination in restraint of in- 
terstate trade and commerce in har- 
vesting machinery, tools and imple- 
ments and binder twine and monopo- 
lized trade and commerce." 
These 


men, it declared, have been engaged 
ever since "in maintaining and per- 
petuating this illegal combination and 
have unlawfully attempted to monopo- 
lize interstate trade and commerce in 
agricultural machinery of all kinds."

IN HEARING AT WASHINGTON 


Wil be Before Interstate Commerce 


Commission in Regard to Nine- 


Hour Working Law. 


At a conference of electric railway 


men in Indianapolis yesterday a com- 
mittee of three 
traction 
officials, 


headed by Charles L. Henry, presi- 
dent and general manager of the In- 
dianapolis 
& Cincinnati Traction 


company, was appointed to represent 
'ndiana electric lines at a hearing be- 
'ore the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission at Washington tomorrow on 
he nine-hour working law as applied 
;o trainmen. 


Besides Mr. Henry the committee 


members are 
C. D. Emmons, South 


Bend, general manager of the Chica- 
go, South Bend & Northern Indiana 
Traction Company, and W. G. Irwin, 
Columbus, president of the Indiana- 
lolis, Columbus & Southern Traction 
company. 


The question to be discussed be- 


fore the commission is whether the 
nine-hour law which governs the 


number of hours of service trainmen 
may work in a 
twenty-four hour 


period, applies to the electric roads 
the same as steam lines. 


The traction officials contend that 


their lines should be exempt from this 
ruling and will be prepared to pre- 
sent their side of the case at • the 
hearing. 


The condition of train operation 


on electric roads are vastly different 
from those of steam roads, it is said. 


The hours of sen-ice act provides 


that no trainman or. operator, dis- 
patcher or other employe of stations 
who has anything-to do with the giv- 
ing out >or execution of train orders 
shall be required or permitted to be 
on duty for a longer period than nine 
hours in any twenty-four hour period. 


It further provides that such em- 


ployes shall not be on duty longer 
than thirteen hours in stations open 
only in the daytime. One exception is 
made, however, and in case of emer- 
gency the employe may remain 
on 


duty for four additional hours in a 
twenty-four hour period on not ex- 
ceeding three days in any week.

kettle bottom of cargo boats and give 
ber the sharp dead rise—or slant from 
the keel—of a steam yacht, and this 
improved her behavior in a seaway. 
She was SOO feet long, of 70,000 tons 
displacement. 40.000 horsepower, and 
on her trial trip had steamed at a rate 
of twenty-five knots an hour over the 
bottom, in the face of unconsidered 
winds, tides and currents. In short, 
she was a floating city, containing 
within her steel walls nil that tends 
to minimize the dangers and discom- 
forts of the Atlantic voyage, all that 
makes life enjoyable.

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route, winter and summer, for the fol- 
lowing good and substantial reasons: 
First, that if another craft should 
strike her the force of the impact 
would be distributed over a larger area 
if the Titan had full headway, and 
the brunt of the damage would be 
borne by the other; second, that if tbe 
Titan was the aggressor she would 
certainly destroy the other craft, even 
at half speed, and perhaps damage her 
own bows, while at full speed she 
would cut her in two with no more dam- 
age to herself than'a paint brush could 
remedy. In either case, as tbe lesser 
of two evils, it was best that the 
smaller hull should suffer. A third rea- 
son was that at full speed she could 
be more easily steered out of danger, 
and a fourth that in case of an end- 
on collision witb an iceberg—the only 
thing afloat that she could not con- 
quer—her bows would be crushed in 
but a few feet farther at full than at 
half speed, and at the most three com- 
partments would be flooded, which 
would not matter with six more to 
spare.

PUTS IN AT HAUFAX 


Many Bodies of titanic Vteflns 


Hattfax. N. S., May 1.—As the Maek- 


ay-Ben»ett, her jifter deck piled high 
with coffins and her forward deck with 
unshrouded bodies, grim relics of the 
Titanic, lying two deep, approached 
her moorings, the church and fire bells 
began their solemn tolling. 
Not 


more than a score' of people saw the 
bodies carried off the ship to the pier 
by bareheaded sailors who rapidly and 
silently transferred the bodies to the 
Mg squad of undertakers. Never be- 
fore was the dockyard so carefully 
guarded. Soldiers were on the roofs 
of the departmental buildings within 
the walls and on every eminence pa- 
trolling with special instructions to 
stop every attempt at photographing. 
H *» doubtful if a single picture was 
taken. A Halifax photographer who 
joined forces with three Americans 
who sought to take pictures was 
caught, his camera confiscated and hia 
films destroyed. 


Tbe fact that many of the bodies 


that had been recovered had been re- 
committed to the deep, is a sad disap- 
pointment for some. This was illus- 
trated in the case of friends of George 
D. Widener and Fred Button of Phila- 
delphia, who had long been here wait- 
ing for their bodies, had to he told 
that they were among those who had 
been 
recommitted to the waters. 


Among the bodies restored to waiting 
friends were those of M. C. Long, F. 
D. Millet, E. C. Ostby, Colonel Astor. 
Isador Straus, C. Rosenshine, W. D. 
Douglas, W. Vanderhaef, H. J. Allison 
and E. C. Crosby. 


Doors, chairs and wood from the Ti- 


tanic were found fpread over thirty 
miles, said Captain Lardner, who said 
his opinion was that the bulk of the 
bodies went down with the ship. Al- 
though the bodies of eighteen women 
had been recovered,' not one female 
first-class passenger's body had been 
recovered. The list of identified dead 
reported by Captain Lardner number 
fifty-six. He had 190 bodies on board 
and buried llfi at sea. A wireless dis- 
patch from the cable steamer Minia, 
now searching for bodies of the Titan- 
ic's victims, says that the Mlnia"s cap- 
tain thinks that the rest of the bodies 
have been swept too. far east by the 
gulf stream for the Minia to find them. 
He had recovered only fourteen bod- 
ies. 
According to the latest figures 


the number of bodies recovered from 
the sea is 320.

Boston. May 1.—By a plurality of 


from 3,000 to 5;000. William H. Taft 
appears today to hare been the popu- 
lar choice for the Republican nomina- 
tion for president'over Colonel Roose- 
velt to Massachusetts'* first presiden- 
tial primary held Tuesday. 
Owing 


to the presence on the ballot of nine 
names for delegates-at-large, all pledg- 
ed to Taft, tb« rerflar slate, headed 
by Senator W. Murray Crane and for- 
mer Governor John t. Bates, appears 
to have been defeated, but the eight 
alternates ai* probaMy smooessful. 


Taft delegates have been elected In 


the First, Second, Third. Tenth, Elev- 
enth and Twelfth congressional dis- 
tricts. The Ninth district chose Roos- 
evelt delegate* by a margin of 100 
votes, wUeb/means a recount. The 
Fourteenth district went to Roosevelt. 
The remaining six districts are in 
doubt w>th the owttook farorsMa to 
the colonel at this writing. 


The Roosevelt victory In the matter 


of delegatesifeMarea was due to the 
name of Frank SeiberUeh being sand- 
wiched in on- the ballot between Group 
1, consisting of eight names pledged 
to Roosevelt aa delegatee-at-large, 'and 
Group 
3? comprising eight n'ames 


pledged to Taft; ,3eiberllch was also 
pledged to' Taft, buf Ills name on the 
ballot caused ^endiess/confusion and 
substantial loss for the Taft delegates. 
In nearly all the voting places Taft 
delegate ballots were/ invalidated" by 
voters marbingxfor Seibeflieh as well 
as for the eight regular candidates. 
In each case the <Taft preferential vote 
was counted, but the vote forliis dele- 
gation was thrown but. The voters, 
in their haste, neglected to heed the 
instructions to vote for eight and 
marked every name pledged to'Taft. 


Seiberlich is the proprietor of a 


hotel ID Forest Hills and was formerly 
a Republican state senator. In se- 
lecting eight candidates for delegatee- 
at-large the Taft people passed him 
by arid the story is that he was so in- 
dignant that he decided to be on the 
ballot at all costs. He had no difficul- 
ty in securing the- 250 names neces- 
sary to secure the printing of his 
name on the baWot, and the secretary 
of state called it Group ,2, placing it 
between the Roosevelt candidates and 
the Taft regulars.

appears by no means unlikely, the
